After many years of studying tac- 


killing them by heat, and irjectinz 
them into the body with a , hypoder- 
mic syringe they can cause the ths od 
of that body to form ia suts‘ance 
that will protect it from the  dis- | 
ease which that germ wou,d Causs. 
This preparation js called a vaccine 
and is used to prevent typhoid fey- 
er. It is also used as a treatment 
for the disease. Many other bacter- 
ia ate prepared in the sama _— way, 
and will cure boils, erysipelzs and 
some forms of blood poisoning. Dog 
distemper, wht:ch is due to a special 
micrabe, can be prevented and treat-. 
ed in a similar manner. 

There is. another> way in which dig- 
eafe can be prevented and ‘treated. ° 
If the poison formed by bacterig is 
fujected into a horee, a’ substance 
will be manufactured in ‘its ‘blood 
which will prevent the horse —from 
taking the disease: caused by these 
bacteria. If then some of the blood 
be drawn off ‘and allowed to clot, 
the serum or watery part ‘can * te 
taken and ‘used ‘to’ treat human he- 
linge.. For. inatance, diphtheria anti-: 
toxin is made. by: injecting a horae 


in the culture tube, ‘a and thus we get 


anti-toxin which every year saves 
thousands of tives. all over the world 

A serum ‘which is used to prevent 
hog choleta is prepared "'n much the. 
same way.
